WASHINGTON, Jan. 7.—An exposure 
of German methods of dictation to and 
control over the press is contained in 
copies of secret telegrams issued to the 
press by the Berlin official. censorship, 
copies of which have been obtained by 
the State Department and which were 
made public tonight. 

‘These telegrams show not only. that 
the Gérman Government, through its 
official censorship, told the papers what 
they might not print, but likewise what 
they should print. The importance of 
the dispatches lies in the additional 
proof:they: offer that the German press 
eafinot and does not reflect the attitude 


of the German people. 

_Bome of the telegrams in the hands of 
the State Department deal with Amer- 
jean war preparations and they indi- 
cate ‘that, despite German newspaper 
statements to the contrary, the Berlin 
Government. itself does not underesti- 
inate the ability of America to accom- 
plish things. 

One of the orders read: 


Petit Parisien informs us that five 
American divisions, numbering 125,000 
men, may be expected in France in 
the Autumn of 1917. It is urgently re- 
quested not to reproduce this infor- 
mation without some comment. We 
do not wish to underestimate the abjl-

There is no objection to the reprint- 
Ing of the manifesto of the Indepen- 
dent Socialist Party in case it is ad- 
versely commented upon, even without 
frritating sharpness. 

In the interest of a victorious carry- 
ing through of the war, which is en- 
dangered by every stoppage of work, 
expressions of the press which recom- 
mend a strike or express themselves 
otherwise. in favor of a strike are for- 
bidden. Utterances which are directed 
against strikes are indeed not subject 
to censorship, but it is supposed there- 
by’ that they are kept free from im- 
moderate sharpness which could offer 
material for irritating the people. 

Reports concerning disturbances in 
Kénigsberg, Prussia, and concerning a 
warning. from the Commander of. the 
First Army Corps, which followed in 
the Kinigsberg press, a™® not permis- 
sible. 

News about excesses and unrest in 
Prague may not be published. 

Austrian Dissent Suppressed. 

Hostile discussions in the Austrian 
Parliament, which met last Spring, were 
tobe carefully concealed, as shown by 
the following orders: :

WASHINGTON, Jan. 7.—A vigorous 
campaign to unload freight. from. cars 
and clear up congestion at railroad ter- 
minals, particularly in the New York 
City district, will be carried on during 
the. week beginning Jan. 14—‘‘ Freight 
Moving Week "’—under the supervision 
of William G. McAdoo, Director General 
of Railroads. 

‘The plan was put forward today. by 
Mf.° McAdoo as _ an éffective. step to 
break up the freight jam. Because of 
the interruption to shipping resulting 
from inability to deliver bunker coal and 
foodstuffs to vessels, due to the conges- 
tion, conditions in France and Great 
Britain have become acute, according to 
advices received. here. The immediate 
relief which can be afforded, Mr. Mc- 
Adoo and his advisers ‘nelieve, will de- 
pend largely on the spirit-of co-operation 
shown. 

Mr, McAdoo droyé home this iirengie 
today. in: an’ appeal to the: public, in 


| which he asked for the full: co-operation 


of Governers; Mayors, and.other public 
officials, as well as Chambers of Cam- 
merce and all. other organizations 
throughout ithe nation.

Here ts Mr. MoAdoo's appeal: 

The movement of’ fuel, food, and 
other vital necessities is being serious- 
ly hampered by’ the congestion of 
loaded freight cars at important citres 
and terminals throughout the country. 
The congestion is particularly serious 
in the railroad terminals at the Port 
of New York. Unless freight is 
promptly removed. by consignees 
from cars at terminals and from rail- 
road stations it will be impossible to 
relieve the present situation. 

Railroad cars cannot be used for 
warehouse purposes without grave 
injury to the American people. Rall- 
road cara must be kept moving, and 
they must be utilized to their max- 
imum: capacity if the demands of the 
people for the necessaries of life ang 
of the army and navy for essential 
munitions and supplies are to be met. 
It is an imperative duty of the hour 
for every citizen to do his utmost to 
miove freight from cars and from 
railroad stations immediately upon its 
arrival. 

Under the new demurrage order just 
issued, heavy charges for detention 
of freight cars will go into effect 6n 
and after Jan. 21. The whole nation 
should unite in a supreme effort .to 
clear up the congestion at terminals 
before the demurrage orders goes into 
effect and to keep it cleared up there- 
after. 

I wish to appeal to the people of the 
United States to observe the week 
‘ beginning Jan. 14 and ending Jan. 21 
as ‘Freight Moving -Week,” and I 
earnestly request the Governors of the 
various States, the Public Utilities

“WASHINGTON, Jan. 7.—Opposition to 
the fundamental basis of compensation 


‘laid down in the bill now before Con- 


gress looking to completion of govérn- 
mental control of the raflroad systems 
of the country was voiced before the 
Senate Interstate Commerce Committes 
today by Julius Kruttschnitt, ‘Chairman 
of. the Executive Committee of the 
Southern Pacific Railroad, and A. P. 
Tliom, counse}-to the American Railway 
Aesociation. Both declared that the 
acheme enunciated by President Wilson 
in his addresa to Congress last week 
and embraced in the pending bill to 
base compensation to the roads on the 
average of net operating incomes for 
the three years from 1915 to 1917, inclu- 
sive, would work a severe disadvantage 
to the railroads. 

The year. 1915, they said, was not a 
good one for the railroads, and to in- 
ctude it as one of the basic years would 
mean to arrive at a computation of net 
income far below a fair average. Be- 
sides, it was argued, the bill does not 
allow .a fair-return for huge expendi- 
tures made by the roads‘in the last few 
years. The railroads are not.attempting 
to resist Government control, the’ wit- 
nesses ‘said, but ask Congress -for an 
adedhate return on the property. 

Wille. the’ railroad representatives 
were ‘before the committee a move was 
made in the: Senate - to block ultimate 

t ownership. Senator Wat- 
son.of Indiana, conservative Republican, 
offered an amendment ‘to the pénding 
bill to provide that Government control 
of/ the réads shouid terminate éix 
months after the war. ; 

Senator Gallinger of New Hampshire, 
ahother old-line Republican, later. of- 
fered an amendment to provide that the 
Government should relinquish control 
immediately after peace was declared. 

The two Senators, while not speaking 
to: the resolutions, did not hesitate to 
say afterward that a tendency appeared 
manifest in some quarters toward Gov- 
ernment ownership ‘as an outcome of 
the war control. They felt, it was ex- 
plained, that this was not a fair atti- 
tude to assume toward the railroads in 
wartime, and that any move. looking 
toward Government ownership ought to 
be taken entirely apart from the war. 

The conservatives, it is believed, will 
muster an appreciable vote, but it seems 
doubtful if either amendment will pre- 
vail. The disposition of Congress, so 
far as indications go, will be to follow 
the President’s scheme as enunciated in 
his message. Congress will work out 
details of compensation, based, it is be- 
lieved, largely upon- suggestions to be 
offered by Director General McAdoo 
before the committees in charge of the 
bill. The bill is expected to appear on 
the floor of House and Senate within 
two weeks. 

In his testimony today Mr. 
schnidt said: 

“The year 1915 was the worst the rail- 
roads have had in ten years. To be 
fair, the Government ought to take the 
year—or the two years immediately pre- 
ceding the war—as the basis of compen- 
sation. The railroads merely want to 
protect their huge imvestment and to 
obtain an adequate return on it. We 
have no desire. to oppose the- Govern- 
ment’s scheme of control.” 

Senator Cummins brought out that the 
average net operating income of the 
railroads from 1915 to 1917, inclusive, 
was approximately $960,000,000, and 
asked Mr. Kriuttschnitt if he did not con- 
sider that ample. 

‘It is net-when the losses to the rail- 
roads in income in 1915 are taken into 
account,’’ was-the reply. Mr. Krutt- 
schnitt spoke of capital put into the rail- 
roads in 1917," and remarked that no 
allowance.had been made in. the bill for 
any return on that. 

‘That ig one. of the chief. objections 
we have to the bill-as drawn,’’. he said.

LONDON, Jan. 7.—Lord Rhondda, 
Food Controlter; in an interview. given 
to Harold Begbie, referring to the in- 
tended rationing of the British people, 
says that for the remainder of the war 
he intends to play Socialist, but: directly 
the war is over he will go back: to indi- 
vidualism. ‘‘I believe,” he adds, ‘‘ that 
the driving force in human affairs is 
selfishness. No doubt matters were 80 
Arranged by a discerning Providence.” 

continued : 

** Powers of organization are going to 
beat the Germans if the country will 
back me up. I am certain they have 
got to be ‘beaten and can be beaten—. 
beaten by the longer lasting powers of 
the British—and I will play RopinUst to 
that end. 

‘‘ But it is not going to be a pleasant 
experience for the British people. They 
myst not think rationing is a cure or a 
limit to what is coming. For some time 
they will be hungry. 

** People with property may find them- 
selves without property. The State may 
have to'turn farmer and butcher a few 
months later on, and things will be bet- 
ter, but there will be a testing time, and 
the test will be applied to the stomach 
of the Englishman, applied sharply.”

Lord Rhondda could make a little go a 
long- way, but his first difficulty is to 
get hold of this ‘Tittle, and, having got 
it, to make it go the whole way. That 
is, all around the earth ang to the end of 
the curse. To put the matter bluntly, 
the ‘whole world is up against a nasty 
thing, familiar to the Indian people, 
called famine.

Begbie winds up with the remark that 
Hoover made to him long ago. ‘Hoover 


said: “If you et pa troubles here in 
England, as you may, don’t 
attempt vathegtien” Tow job over here 
is to.get the stuff. Stick to that. Don’t 
let. anything‘turn you from.it...Concen- 
trate all you know on getting thé stuff.” 





DELAYED LINERS 
GET COAL SUPPLY 


Some of Those Held in. Port 17 
Days Receive Enough Fuel 
to Depart. 


24 BARGES SUNK BY ICE 


Hillquit Asks Mayor to Take 
Over All City Coal Yards— 
53 Schools Still Closed. 


Ships ready to sail with suppli¢s for 
the Allies and for American troops in 
France but delayed in ports in this 
country for the last seventeen days 
because of lack of coal, got more fuel 
yesterday than on any other day in that 
Period, and a few of the larger vessels 
were thus able to depart for Europe. 

The first mail for Europe in two weeks 
left an American port. The increased 


deliveries to ships, however. depleted 
the amount. of: coal received for New 
York City: distribution, and only 25,000 
tons arrived at piers. This was a little 
moré than half the required daily supply. 

The warmer weather made ‘this ‘de- 
creased coal delivery iess of a hardship 
to the- city. The need was pressing, 
however, and this was shown. by the 
number of hospitals and other institu- 
tions that told the Fuel Administration 
that they must have coal or close. The 
distribution of coal about the city was 
also hampered by the ice, and the day’s 
deliveries showed a decrease over Sun- 
day. Up to noon yesterday the rail- 
roads delivered 56,600 tons more of coal 
to New Jersey terminals. 

Greatly increased speed was reported 
by the railroads in the handting of all 
classes of freight, including coal, be- 
cause the orders of Director General 
McAdoo calling for the annulment of all 
dispensable passenger trains had re- 
lieved approximately 500 locomotives 
and 5,000 railroad men from the pas- 
senger service’ to the work of handling 
freight on lines running to New York 
Harbor. The fog, however, slowed down 
the operation of both freight and pas- 
senger trains, and the ice storm of Sun- 
day night caused so many breaks in 
telegraph wires that trains were serious- 
ly interfered with, so the railroads were 
not able to achieve the efficiency in 
freight handling they had expected. 


Ships Necd 500,000 Tons. 


Barges yesterday succeeded in deliv- 
ering in and about New York Harbor a 
total of 48,404 tons of anthracite and 
bituminous coal, of which about 23,000 
tons went to the ships. The ships, num- 
bering approximately 125, which are now 
delayed in port need a total of about 
500,000 tons of coal. There are now in 
barges at tidewater and on the rails at 
terminals 9 total of 360,450 tons of coal, 
bituminous and anthracite. In trains 
which will arrive within forty-eight 
hours are 182,600 tons of coal of all 
grades. 

The improvement in the eal situation 
from now on depends not only on the 
railroads, but on parge deliveries. There 
with capacity 
of 216,000 tons, waiting for cargoes af 
the railroad ports yesterday. They 
could not be loaded because the weather 
continued to make it difficult to extri- 
cate the frozen coal from the cars. 

The barges which were loaded had 
their difficulties yesterday. Floating-ice 
floes, which had caused the sinking ‘of 
twenty-four coal barges in the last four 
days, continued to be a menace, and tow- 
boat skippers were cautious. The fog 
over the harbor made it necessary for 
the towboats to feel their way.

Harry Luckenbach, Which Was 
Requisitioned by Pershing, 
~Hit by Torpedo. 





LEFT NEW YORK RECENTLY 


2,798-Ton Steamer Was Part 
of Convoy of 24—Details 
of Attack Awaited. 


The American steamship Harry Luck- 
enbach, under. charter to the United 
States Shipping Board, has been . tor- 
pedoed.and ‘sunk with tke loss of eight 
of her crew, according ‘to a cable. dis- 
patch receivéd here yesterday by her 
owners. the Luckenbach Steamship 
Company. 44. Whitehall Street. ( — 

The message did not state the date of 
the. attack, the position of the steamship 
at the, time, or the namés of the mem: 
bers of the créw who were. lost. sae 
carried thirty officers and men exclusive 


of the naval gun crew of eleven. 

The véssel was under command of 
Captain T. 8, Jones, and left New York 
two weeks ago with a general cargo of 
munitions for France, but did not cairy 
any ammunition except that .for the 
naval guns abroad. She was part of a 
convéy of twénty-four ships. 


‘ Hequisitioned by Pershing. 

One of the officials of the Luckenbach 
Steamship Company stated that the 
Herry Luckenbach was at a French port 
on Oct. 15 when she was requisitioned 
by Gereral Pershing as a supply vessel 
under the general requisition order. of 
the United States Shipping Board. It is 
believed that the steamship was sunk 
in the Hnglish Channel when under con- 
voy with other vessels bouna for France. 

The Harry Luckenbach was a single 
screw three-masted iron steamship that 
was built at West Hartlepool, England, 
in 1881 as the Surrey, and was renamed 
the Michigan before being transferred 
to her present regtetry, She was of 
2,798 gross tonnage, 300 feet | long, 40 reet 
2 inches beam, and 24 feet 5 inches depth 
of hold, and had a speed of ten knots. 

The lost steamship is the fourth vessel 
of the company that has been sunk by 
German subdmarines. The others were 
the Jacob Luckenbach, sunk July 7, 
1918; the Lewis Luckenbach, Oct. 14, 
1917, and the D. N.. Luckenbach, Oct. 
27, 1917. 

Five Killed in Former Sinking. 

Five members of the crew of the D. 
N. Luckénbach were killed by the ex- 
plosion of the torpedo. 

The J. L. Luckenbach of the same 
line had a‘narrow escape from being 
sunk off the French coast on Oct. 1d, 
1917, when she was attacked by a U-boat 
and had a four hours’ running gun fight 
in which two of the naval gun crew 
and five. of ‘the shKip’s crew were 
wounded by shrapnel. The- submarine 
exhausted her supply of ‘torpedoes and 
could nut use her deck guns effectively 
against the merchantman on account of 
the heavy seas. 

The total tonnage of the four ships 
destroyed by submarines is 12,508. The 
manager of the Luckenbach Steamship 
Company has cabled to Captain Jones to 
send full details of the sinking of the 
Harry: Luckenbach and the names of 
the men who were killed.

HALTED BY WEATHER 


Germans. Unlikely to- Do Much 
This Month and ‘Perhaps Not 
Next Month, British Think. 


THAW IS FOLLOWED BY COLD 


Operations Are, Made impossible, 
but Great German Preparations 
Are Evidently Making. .

WAR CORRESPONDENTS’ HEAD- 
QUARTERS, Jan. 7.—There is little to 
record on the western front except the 
weather, for all is quiet on the line save 
for spasmodic gunning, and even that is 
less—extraordinarily less—than the Brit- 
ish have known for nine months or more 
since the beginning of last yesr’s bat- 

tles. 

After all that ferocious fighting both 
siden are taking advantage of this Lard 
and early Winter to rest their troops 
and give them mental as well as physi- 
cal change from the nerve - racking 
strain of the battlefields. British bat- 
talions who have the luck to be in rest 
billets are giad of the respite, glad to 
play games of football instead of charg- 
ing pillboxes, glad to hurl snowballs at 
each other instead of Bombs at the 
enemy, glad cto laugh through two hours 
of uproarious mirth in wooden huts, 
where the divisional follies refuse to 
take the world or the war more seri- 
ously than the funny old pantomime. 


They are good days of rest for men 
who have been. seldom out of the line 
since the battle of Arras, in April, and 
whatever happens in this new year of 
fate they will be heartened to face it 
with new courage and new strength. 

The troops in the line are not having 
a@ gay time, for it is a cold, white hell 
out there, and there is no fun for the 
men in the icebound trenches or the 
frozen shell holes, nor for the ration 
parties who go up at night over duck- 
boards as slippery as slides, nor for the 
horse transport, with their poor beasts 
staggering and falling on the way up 
to the dumps, nor for the’ gentries who 
stand behind the jron-hard sandbags, 
staring through the white mist with 
frostbitten noses and ice in theip eye- 
brows. But even for them thet is 
better than rain, and al] things n be 
endured without grousing as long as the 
guns keep quiet. 

Frost is better than rain, but there 
are signs that the frost is breaking, 
and that a great thaw is beginning 
which will turn Flanders again into a 
quagmire and all battlefields into slush 
and the roads into impassable tracks 
for wagons and cars. 


Thaw Stops Operations. 


Last night the barometer lost its 
morale, and rain and sleet fell over the 
It was a sudden and rapid 
thaw which made all the trees weep 
great teardrops and all the gables of 
the French cottages drip melting snow 
into the gutters, and hard roadways 
soften a little into sludgy mud. This 
Morning they hardened again and be- 
came 80 slippery that the dispatch riders 
staggered about on cycles in a drunken 
way, wagon wheels went round without 
sripping the ground, and lorries went 
one yard forward and two back, and 
those which set out bravely on a far 
journey could not get beyond laughing 
range of headquarters. One of the 
officers spent an hour trying to get his 
car out of a lane which leads to the 
high road, and then abandoned the vain 
endeavor. 

If the thaw continues the roads will 
burst and break as badly as in the 
early months last year, when their 
outer crust collapsed and the soil bil- 
lowed up in waves, and the journey from 
any village on the Somme to fighting 
headquarters was a wild adventure for 
any motorist, which ended as a rule in 
ecmplete breakdown and frightful lan- 
guage. That will put a great strain 
on that mystic and maligned letter 
which holds all a soldier’s comforts in 
line or out of it and all the material 
of war and all the means of transport, 
but the enemy will have no advantage, 
and any designs he may be making will 
be thwarted by this condition of the 
groun. 

S80 I think that January will pass 
without big battles and with luck Feb- 
ruary. It is, perhaps, in March that 
we must look for the threatened en- 
emy offensive for which, beyond all 
doubt, he is making preparations be- 
hind his lines—preparations which in- 
clude hospital accommodation for thou- 
sands of men. 

But by the Ides of March other coun- 
sels may prevail, for it is only on the 
last hazard, I believe, that the. enemy 
will order this new sacrifice of Ger- 
man manhood, and the German nation 
may refuse to countersign the order 
fur that blood. 

The British offensive lines are strong, 
and if the Germans attack in massed 
assaults as at Verdun there will be a 
fearful price exacted. 

WAR CORRESPONDENTS’ HEAD- 
QUARTERS, Jan. 6.—Back from leave 
to énowbound France! The luck of the 
men who had fourteen days’ leave, cov- 
ering Christmas and New Year’s Day, 
is coming to an end with every boat 
which brings them back to France, back 
to the trenches, back to the mystery of 
another year of war which hides its 
secret for a while behind the snow. 

It was a colu passage on yesterday's 
boat, and when the lights went out 
there came from a crowd of men sitting 
tightly packed on the lower deck a rasp- 
ing chorus of hacking and coughing. 
They were not talkative, these soldiers, 
and sat humped over their packs rather 
silent except for that chorus of cough- 
ing. They seemed to be thinking back 
to the things they had done and seen in 
‘‘ Blighty,” and forward to the things 
they would have to.do in another year 
of war.

For mile after mile long black 
columns of motor trucks lined the road- 
ways with their drivers asleep inside, 
and into the silence of the frosty night 
there rang out the sharp clink of horses’ 
hoofs as some transport wagons passed. 


German Gunfire is Fierce. 

It appears as if.old Fritz, as the Brit- 
ish call the enemy, was not duing very 
much for the moment. Like them,'he is 
snow bound and ice bound, and there is 
not. much. activity on the roads behind 
his lines... His gunfire is still fierce at 
times, in sudden bursts of fury against, 
Passchendaele and the back areas 
around the Ypres salient and near Ha- 
vrincourt.and the British defensive lines 
in the Cambrai. sector and in many 
others of the old bad places where there 
has never been an absolute respite from 
shellfire for three years or more. 

In the bright light over the snow- 
fields his planes come out to direct the 
fire of his guns against British >atteries 
with high explosives and gas shells, and 
he has attempted several raids, as for 
example the one yesterday near Bulle- 
court, where after a sudden barrage his 
raiding parties jumped one of “he Brit- 
ish posts and then came under quick 
rifle fire which killed and wounded 
many of them, so that the snow was 
red with their blood outside the British 
wire entanglements. 

All that is the old style of Winter war- 
fare, which has no more than local sig- 
nificance and is just to keep the fires 
of war smoldering before hey are 
atoked up again for the great furnace of 
battle. The British armies and the ene- 
my’s are waiting for the snow to melt. 
After that they will wait again a little 
while, I think, for the thaw to end and 
the wind to dry the mud. and coze and 
slime which will fill the trenches and 
upheave the roads and bog the guns: 
Then in Spring, the early Spring, before 
the first leaves are on the trees, the 
secret which now lies hidden behind the 
snow will be revealed and we shall know 
what new plans have been rnade by 
those German Generals who are listen- 
ing to the pulse-beats of the world and 
or their own people, wondering what 
their next card shall be in this =e 
with life and death. 


Final German Offensive Forecast. 


Behind the lines they are clearing 
certain areas of civilian inhabitants to 
make room for troops. Word has been 
passed to their soldiers and comes to 
us through prisoners that a blow will 
be delivered against the Allies if their 
hopes of peace fail them. They count 
on settling with Russia, so that if there 
is no general peace they will be cble to 
transfer all their weight against the 
western front. The menace of all that 
cannot be ignored, and it is possible 
that when the snows melt and the 
ground becomes hard again after the 
thaw the allied armies may be put on 
the defensive against a great concentra- 
tion of guns and men moving forward 
in massed attacks in a last: desperate 
attempt to gain a decision at any cost. 

That is not a bright thought at the 
beginning. of: a new. year of war, for 
there will be great slaughter then in 
the fields of France; but it is my 
opinion that before that has a chance 
of happening the enemy will make a 
desperate bid for peace, because Ger- 
many knows the strength of the allied 
defense and, with utter and permanent 
ruin to her race, cannot pour out that 
river of blood which will flow from her

Whitney Warren Says Italian 
Patriots Prefer Destruc- 
tion to Surrender. 


PIAVE DEFENSE. IMPERATIVE 


He Exhorts Allies to Recognize the 
Disaster Involved In a Re- 
newal of the Invasion.

PARIS, Jan. 7.—The third and last ar- 
ticle by Whitney Warren on Italian con- 
ditions appears in today’s issue of 
L’Homme Libre. It deals with the mili- 
tary situation, and reads as follows: 
“I take up the military situation last 
because it is so intimately. subordinate 
to the moral and economic : situation. 
Let us suppose an Italy in good: political 
health, possessing all {t now lacks and 
an army. that had not known such a 
defeat as_that of October, -still full of | 
élan and‘confidence. Little by little she | 
has recovered her equilibrium, and we 
have seen wonderful exploits which 
only a real army is capable of perform- 
ing. - 
Imperative to Hold the Piave. 


“ But the Entente Powers must under- 
stand the necessity of not losing sight 
for a single instant of the Italian: bat- 
tlefield. It is perhaps there that they 
will obtain the decision of the war. At 
the beginning of the retreat, when no 
one knew the capacity for resistance of 
the troops, and when every commander 
was in doubt as to what he could de- 
mand of them after the confusion that 
followed the retreat from the Carso, the 
Commander in Chief saw the possibility 
of falling back all the way to the Adige. 
The line of the Piave was considered 
only as something provisional. But now 
it has become a definite line. It is nec- 
essary at all costs to hold on the Piave. 
It is necessary at al! costs to keep 
Monte Grappa, and if by chance it is 
lost to the Italians to make it impos- 
sible for the conqueror. This is the 
only means of imposing silence upon the 
voices in the rear which, encouraged by 
the Bolshevist treason, continue to prop- 
agate their abominable doctrine of de- 
fection. 7 

“It is now quite likely that it may 
become necessary to defend Venice. The 
sentimental question must be discussed 
only for a moment. Venice, which no one 
loves ™morethan I; Venice, where I passed 
the best hours of my life as an artist, 
shouid be exposed to all the dangers of 
a bombardment if necessity arises. Up 
to the present, by reason of the per- 
sonal intervention of the Pope, the Aus- 
trians have spared it. They fly above 
it, but drop no bombs. But I do not 
like this pity if it makes Italians think 
that under no circumstances must any 
risk be taken with their city that is 


unique in all the world. For Venice is 


not only an object of art; it is the only 
Eastern port that Italy possesses that 
has any value, aside from that of Brin- 
disi. Therefore, if Venice some day is 
given over to the enemy without any 
defense, the whole Adriatic is likewise 
ceded. Venice, in the hands of the Ger- 
mans and Austrians, will not be consid- 
ered as a jewel. Some of the people 
who freach today of the uselessness and 
cruelty of submitting it to irreparable 
damage will then be the first to discover 
its military and maritime value. . They 
will then see that Italy has: lost one 
of her most powerful arms, and under 
cover of this argument will renew their 
machinations for immediate peace.

Terma for the Idealists. 


The Daily Mail says Lloyd George 
demonstrated that the allied war aims 
are ‘‘capable of being expressed in 
terms which are fully acceptable to the 
most idealistic of the leaders of the now 
dominant power in Russia and to the 
most advanced members of the Labor 
Party in this country.. The Prime Min- 
ister, indeed, adopted wholeheartedly 
the most ultra-modern ‘phrases of ‘the 
Bolsheviki, and showed that they are 
only new ways of expressing the mean- 
ing and intention of Great Britain and 
the empir~e.’’ 

The Daily News says: 

“The considered and comprehensive 
backing behind Lloyd George’s. utter- 
ance was emphasized by his announce- 
ment that he had not only consulted the 
Labor Party, but had had the benefit of 
the counsel of Asquith and Viscount 
Grey. So far as this country is con- 
cerned, therefore, the speech may be 
taken. to represent fairly well the re- 
sponsible mind of the nation and brings 
us and, we may take it, our Allies gen- 
erally into line with the policy which 
President’ Wilson has _ consistently 
formulated.’’ 

The Daily Telegraph rejoices thut 
Lloyd George asserted he was speaking 
on behalf of the United British na- 
tion and says:

Britain entered the 
war with such an inspirting sense of 
unity. as she had hardly known before in 
her long ‘history.

Called Triumph for Lioyd George. 

LONDON, Jan. 7.—If the coyntry’s 
opinion, as is probable in the present 
case, can be judged by expressions in 
the London press, it may be said that 
never before has Premier Lloyd George 
won such general approval as is given 
to his statement of Saturday concerning 
Great Britain’s .war aims. 

Interest is now focused on the ques- 
tion as to how the statement will be re- 
ceived in Germany, Austria-Hungary, 
and, not the least, in Russia. 

The Manchester Guardian says the 
Premier’s clear and comprehensive 
statement of Great Britain’s aims is a 
great gain, especially as it was made 
in the name of the Opposition as well as 
the Government, but that the gain would 
have been still greater had the state- 
ment been made in the name of the 
whole Western alliance ard embodied 
in a formal declaration as to the au- 
thority of which there could be no doubt. 

The Guardian belleves that repudia- 
tion of any intention to disrupt the 
German or Austrian State is valuable 
and may not be without effect in those 
countries. It says, however, that it 
misses in the Premier’s speech any re- 
sponse to the effort which the present 
Russian Government is putting forth 
under the greatest difficulties to make 
the principles of national~freedom a 
reality in the parts of Russian territory 
now under military occupation by the 
Central Powers. The newspaper con- 
siders it neither wise nor generous to 
assume that Russia’s efforts must of 
necessity fail and to take the view in 
advance that this great region will -be 
handed over to the war lords of Ger- 
many and Austria. :

WASHINGTON, Jan. 7.—The United 
States Supreme Court today passed upon 
geven cases arising under the selective 
draft law, and decided all, excepting 
those involving the charge of conspiracy, 
adversely to the men drafted or subject 
to draft. -The constitutionality of the 
Draft act was sustained against every 
contention. Several times in the opinion, 
‘which was written by the Chief Justice, 
arguments made for the drafted men 
Were characterized as ‘‘ absolutely with- 
out merit.”’ 

The conspiracy cases, in which Emma 
Goldman and Alexander Berkman were 
defendants in the United States District 
Court for the Southern District of New 
York (Manhattan), and Charles E. 
Ruthenberg, Alfred Wagenknecht, and 
Charles Baker defendants in the District 
Court for the Northern District of Ohio, 
were held for further consideration. 

The cases decided involved the failure 
of Joseph F. Arver, Alfred F. Grahl, 
Otto .and Walter Wangerin, Morris 
Becker, and Louis Kramer, all of Minne- 
sota; Albert Jones of Georgia, and 
Meyer Graubard of Kansas to present 
themselves for registration under the 
draft law, enacted May 18, 1917. Jones 
petitioned for a writ of habeas corpus 
after he had been put into jail. The 
other rested their resistance to the act 
on the assertion that It was unconstitu- 
tional, and contended that the Constitu- 


tion did not give Congress the power to 
compel military service by a selective 


aft. 

The decision, therefore, turned on the 
construction to be placed on the lan- 
guage of Article I., Section 8, of the 

Onstitution, which provides that Con- 
gress hus power ‘‘to declare war * * * 
to raise and support armies * * * to 
make rules for the government and regu: 
lation of the land and naval forces * ° 
to make all laws which snall be neces- 
sary and proper for carrying into execu- 
tion the foregong powers. * * *”’ 


Power of Congress. 


Regarding the contention that Ceagress 
no power to exact enforced military 
duty by the citizen the decision says: 

“ This but challenges the existence of 
all power, for governmental power 
which has no sanction to it and which 
can only be exercised provided the citi-

WASHINGTON, Jan. 7.—Provision by 
Dr. H. A.: Garfield, Fuel Administrator, 
that contracts for bunker coal and coal 
for export could be made at a figure 
$1.85 in excess of the mine prices fixed 
by President Wilson has brought about 
such brisk bidding by operators for that 
class of trade that severe restrictive 
measures. were adopted today. 

Announcement was made that the coal 
available for export would be less than 
that permitted to leave the country in 
1917 and that ajl shipments would_be 
subject to the approval of the War 
Trade Board, which will pass on all con- 
tracts and make allotments. ‘ 

Home needs will be supplied first, and 
care will be taken to see that coal for 
export does not contribute to congestion 
on the railroad lines. All of the export 
coal, also, must contribute to the con- 
duct of the war. This will include coal 
for the manufacture of food _ products, 
the production of minerals, and for ships 
moving such supplies. as well as for the 
manufacture of munitions. 

One of the questions which exporters 
must answer is this: ‘‘ Will it assist in 
the conducting of the war, either directly 
or indirectly, from the Allies’ point of 
view? If so, in what way?” 

The Fuel Administration turned over 
to the War Trade- Board today figures 
showing the amount of coal the country 
can spare. The amount available for ex- 

ort was not made public. Canada will 
i excepted from _the regulations, and 
shipments to the Dominion will be left 
in the hands of the Fuel Administration. 

‘““In view of the existing coal shortage 
and the great demand here, America 
must come first in supplying her indus- 
tries and householders with coal,’’ said 
Dr. Garfield. =- 

The new export policy means that 
England will be called upon to supply 
domestic users in France and Italy. 

Profits of many coal operators in the 
Middle West were materially increased 
by coal prices fixed by the Government, 
the Senate Investigating Committee was 
told today by Clifford Thorne, who said 
he had made an exhaustive study of the 
situation, and David L. Wing, an ex- 
aminer of the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion. .

LAMES REGULATION 
FOR RAILROADS’ FATE 


Vanderlip. Ascribes Transporta- 
tion Breakdown to Pre- 
vious Orders. 


The breakdown of _ transportation 
which led to the Government’s taking 
over the railroads was ascribed to the 
unfair operation of previous Govern- 
ment regulation by Frank A. Vanderlip, 
President of the National City Bank 
and Chairman of the Natonal War Sav- 


ings Committee, in a speech at the din- 
ner of the Rubber Association of Amer- 


ica held last night at the Waldorf. The 
substance of Mr. Vanderlip’s speech 
was devoted to the necessity of per- 
sonal self-denial if the war is to be won, 
but he digressed from a reference to the 


possible overcrowding of transportation 
1acilities with nonessential traffic to 
discuss the railroad situation in general. 

“The breakdown of transportation,” 
he said, ‘‘ has been in large part the 
result of our very prosperity, in large 
Part the result of the enormous amount 
of shipments that have been made pos- 
siblé, made necessary by the prosperity 
of the country and the demand that peo- 
ple have made for things of unusual 
comfort and luxury. I do not regard 
the breakdown of the railroads as an 
indictment of private ownership of rail- 
roads. Rather than that, it is an indict- 
ment of Government control of railroads 
in the form that we have had it. The 
breakdown did not come on Dec. 28; it 
started far back of that in the unfair 
treatment that railroads have had.”’ 

After an interruption of enthusiastic 
applause Mr. Vanderlip, said: 

“‘It lies in the impossible situation in 
which the, railroads were placed, with 
increasing costs of operation, rapidly 
increasing wages, higher. cost of living 
in every particular, -without o£ 
quate increase in thelr income.

nently from private control:in the form 
that we have known f!°°Whether or 
nét that te ‘a* good ‘thing mitist now re- 
main to be seen. The great_thing that 
has been accomplished up to this mo- 
ment is to wipe out the prohjbitions that 
have been laid upon the railroads. 

‘* These prohibitions, compelling com- 
petition, preventing co-operation, made 
them less efficient than they other- 
wise would have been, probably very 
much less efficient. We shall see how 
much more efficient they are with 
those prohibitions removed. they 
were such that the railroads could: not 
pores perform their duty to the pub- 

ic, that is not an indictment to the 
railroads, rather it is an indictment of 
the way prohibitions were laig upon 
them. We have caine into a new world, 
absolutely a new world, in which we 
have cut loose from experience, from all 
lessons of precedents. We are seeing 
the development of a type of State 
sccialism the world over. We see not 
only our railroad control, but price 
fixing, and fuet aaministration, the 
hand of the Government reaching into 
business in innumerable novel ways, 
the outcome of which no man can tell. 
But, certainly this new world, -these 
new conditions, impose upon us new re- 
sponsibilities tor creating sound public 
opinion on these matters. 

‘*“You no longer can devote yourselves 

roperly solely to your business. There 

8 before you a larger duty, a duty to 
think clearly on these great national 
questions, novel in character, that are 
crowding upon us. Nothing but a sound 
public opinion is going to guide this 
country through these novel and dan- 
gerous courses that it must travel; and 
never before was there such need of 
men_ thinking broadly, giving their 
minds not only to their business, but 
to these subjects of Government, of 
Government relation to business, and 
helping to form a sound public opinion 
that will guide the handling of affairs 
in these times into which we can look 
with so little certainty.’’ 

“‘ We arv beginning to see,’’ continued 
Mr. Vanderlip, ‘‘ that it is no longer a 
question of what a man can afford to 
buy; it is a:question of what the nation 
can afford to have him buy. 

‘“‘We have seen contracts made for 
huge amounts, and we are beginning 
to discover that appropriations alone 
will not fight a war. he Government 
expected to apend $1,000,000,000 in Octo- 
ber, $1,100,000,000 in November, and as 
much more in December. As a matter 
of fact, it has spent only half that 
amount, not because it has not let the 
contracts, not because it did not have 
the money to pay for them, but because 
the man-power in the shops of the coun- 
try could not | ah eg things at the rate 
that was anticipated and kept on produc- 
ing the things that you and I have de- 
manded. Our experience in production 
leads us to believe that we are going 
to make a failure of equipping the army 
unless the zoe le of this ee recog- 
nize their individual responsibility. +7 
you can’t go, you must try to forego. 

‘““They say it is impossible to finance 
the war without a background of good 
business. Well, we are going to have 
a background of good business. There 
is not eny question of that, but if we 
push this war to a successful conclusion 
it is going to be a very different busi- 
ness. It is going to be the business of 
war that we are ali to engage in. There 
are men who are afraid that we are 
going to disorganize business if we 
preach economy. The tragedy of it is 
thac we are not going to disorganize 
certain kinds of business enough.” 

James A. Emory, counsel to the Na- 
tional Association of Manufacturers and 
a member of the War Trade Board, gave 
a list of instances in which essential 
Government manufactures had been de- 
layed by strikes... ‘‘ Does the world re- 
, alize,’’ he asked, “‘ that efficient produc- 

tion is victory and. inefficient produc- 
tion is defeat—that the desertion of a 
factory may be as serious as the de- 
sertion of a trench? 

**Let it be seen, gentlemen, that no 
example of yours that takes advantage 
of your country in time cf need or your 
countrymen in time of stress sets an 
invitation for undue charges that may 
be carried by those you employ. A man 
who takes advantage of his Government 
in this hour, be he the employer or the 
lubor union official, is equally the enemy 
of their common cause; and, whatever 
his motive may be, he who causes a 
suspension of production at this time 
performs the work of the public enemy.” 

The Right Rev. Frank Dumoulin, 
Protestant Episcopal Bishop of Ohio, 
talked on the moral significance of the 
war. Bertram G. Work, the newly 
elected President, who was toastmaster, 
read a letter from Secretary of War 
Baker, in which the importance of the

MAY CENTRALIZE BUYING 


Baker Believed to be Contemplating 
' This Reform in Army 
Administration. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 7.—Reorganiza- 
tion of the War Department, begun 
with the creation last month of the War 
Council of high general officers, ad- 
vanced a step further today with the 
appointment by Secretary Baker of 
Major Gen. George W. Goethals, Act- 
ing Quartermaster General, to serve 
also as Director of War Department 
Transportation and Storage. Wide 
economies in the use of cars and in 
shipping charges are expected from 
this centralization in one agency of 
functions heretofore exercised by five 
departmental bureaus independently. 

Behind the announcement stands the 
probability that army pu asing also 
will be drawn together upder a central 
control. Steps to this-énd are under 
consideration, but legislation may be re- 
quired to carry it out.. The question of 
finding a man for the job, however, has 
already been taken up. Some officers 
think that the duty should be that of 
the General Staff, but others believe 
that a separate office should be created 
to be filled by a civilian of national 
reputation for business ability. It is 
practically certain, however, that should 
a civilian be appointed, he would be 
commissioned as a general officer, sub- 
jJect to all army law. 

General Goethals, ‘as Acting Quar- 
termaster General, directs the Supply, 
Subsistence, and Pay Departments of 
the army, supplemented by the em- 
barkation and other services already es- 
tablished in his office, each with a gen- 
eral officer in charge. Under today’s 
order he will, in addition, supervise 
transportation of all ordnance, en- 
gineers, Signal Corps, aviation service, 
and coast artillery material, as well as 
Quartermaster suppHes and troops.

Admitting America’s War Zeal. 


While the news about America’s war 


preparations, such as the organization 
and outfitting of an army 1,000,000 
strong to reinforce the French-En- 
glish front, is looked upon in that 
form as ‘‘ bluff,’’ the spreading of 
which may unfavorably affect the 
fopinion of the German people, yet the 
'fact must not be overlooked, on the 
other hand, that the United States, 
with the support of its capacity for 
material and industrial management,, 
is arming itself for war with great 
energy and tenacity.

Another departure is the standardiza- 
tion of splints. Heretofore every sur-

mumber of varieties. The British Army 
doctors have been so impressed with the 
American plan and the manual ex- 
Plaining it, that they asked and re- 
aerrek permission to adopt it them-

LONDON, Jan. 7.—Much. indignation 
has been caused among American army 
and navy officials and other Americans 
in London because of reports circulated 
in the United States that American sol- 
diers and sailors in Europe were drink-

ing to excess. ..This indignation has been 
intensified .by. a charge made_in his 
sermon.at the City Temple on Sunday 
by the Rev. Dr. Joseph. Fort Newton ot 
Iowa, the tor, of drunkenness among 
American soldiers in England. ‘* When 
I see American boys pon vostims in the 
street drunk, I hate London,” was one 
of the utterances of Dr: Newton. 

Vice Admiral William S. Sims, com- 
mander of the American naval forces, 
and Colonel S. L. H. Slocum, Military 
Attaché of the American Hmbassy in 
London, today declared that the charges 
of drunkenness were false and that they 
were also a reflection on the American 
forces, as well as an insult to Great 
Britain. Admiral Sims said there never 
was a time in American history when 
there was so little drunkenness amon 
the American sign ting forces. He ha 
been here for eight months, he said, and 
had visit the American flotilla base 
and various cities in England and on the 
French front, and had never seen a 
drunken American soldier or sailor, nor 
had any case of drunkenness in the navy 
been called to his attention. 

“The Americans did not come to 
Europe to get drunk,’’ Admiral Sims 
continued. “‘ This: war is a serious busi- 
ness with them. As far as the navy 
is concerned, the young men who are 
hunting for submarines realize that 
they must have all their wits about 
them. Besides, there is a fine feeling 
of honor among them. They know the 
navy’s orders. They are here to. aid 





their country. They are here to make

* dolonel Slocum “also. said, that “he ‘had 
never seen a drunken American fighting 
man on this side of the water. “ Ambas- 
sador Page and the Secretaries of the 
Embassy, the American Consul General, 
and the officials of the consulate all 
made similar assertions—that they had 
never observed an intoxicated American 
soldier or sailor in the streets of Loncuon 
or anywhere else in this country. 

T)j.e Rev. Dr. Newton, in a statement 
today, said that he was called recently 
to Eagle Hut, the ¥. M. C. A. head- 
quarters, and that there were three 
American soldiers there who were so 
intoxicated that they could not take off 
their clothes and go to bed. One of 
these men, he added, had been baptized 
by him years ago. 

*“‘T have seen Americans drunk in the 
streets,’’ Dr. Newton continued. I am 
as proud of my country as the army and 
navy officials are, but I am thinking of 
these boys.’’ 

An investigation today showed that 
it was, the general opinion that any 
drunkenness of American soldiers: and 
sailors on this side was confined to a 
few isolated cases, and that Dr. New- 
ton’s remarks were deprecated by Brit- 
oe officials.

Supporters of Federal. Amend- 
ment See Chance of 


Its ‘Passage. 





FINAL HEARING IS HELD 





Senator Bailey Denies Qualification 
of Women for Voting—Other 
Opponents Are Heard. 





Spoctat to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.—Canvasses 
made today by a group of Congressmen 
friendly to woman suffrage showed that 
the proposed constitutional amendment 
extending suffrage to women was grad- 
ually growing in strength. Democratic 
members of the House representing 
Southern States, who were reported sol- 
idly against the resolution, are now 
breaking up their forces. The result of 
this changed condition, adherents of suf- 
frage said, was that there was a possi- 
bility of the resolution commanding a 
two-thirds vote when it came to a vote 
in the House next Thursday. 

Encoufaged by the optimistic reports 
given them by women lobbyists, the 
group of Congressmen, in addition to 
making a quiet canvass, decided to divide 
the country into five zones, with a com- 
mittee for each zone.. The duty of the 
committee is to see that all the mem- 
bers are in their seats and voting next 
Thursday. Representative Fred Taylor 
of Colorado is Chairman of this com- 
mittee, which will not only devote itself 
to keeping an attendance, buf will also 
seek to influence votes for the resolution. 

Hearings were closed by the House

SOUTHERN DEMOCRATS AND 
SUFFRAGE. - 
Representative CANTRILL of Ken- 
tucky addresses to the Soutnern 
Democrats in the House the most 
powerful argument yet advanced for 
the support of the Federal suffrage 
amendment, the argument from 
He exhibits the pres- 
ent golden picture of thirty-one out of 
sixty House committees controlled by 
the Representatives of ten Southern 
States, of the Representatives of 
four Southern States holding eighteen 
of those thirty-one Chairmanships. 
Shall this paradise be lost? It will be 
if the Representatives of those ten 
States vote against the suffrage 
amendment. Southern Democrats now 
“ practically dictate the legislation of 
the nation.” They do so because, 
“as every one knows, the woman suf- 
“frage States voted almost solidly 
“for Democratic Electors and candi- 
“ dates.” 
It is edifying to remember with 
what submission to the legend of the 
mighty power of women in the then 


woman suffrage States both the He- 


publican and Democratic National 
Conventions of 1916 rivaled each 
other in deep devotion to State woman 
suffrage. Suppose that not a woman 
had voted in-any of those States. Is 
there any reason to believe that there 
would have been any different result? 
The number of votes in those States, 
so eagerly coddled by the politicians, 
would have been smaller, but so far 

as can be judged from Illinois, which 
separates the sexes at the polls, the 
women vote substantially as the men 
vote. The female vote is mere sur- 
plusage or ornament. 

Let that be as it may. The Re- 
publicans, secing the embarrassment 
of the South in the matter of Federal 
suffrage, show a fervent love for the 
suffrage amendment, we are told: 
Codlin’s the friend, not Short. What 
chance will the Democrats have, Mr. 
CANTRILL pleads with the brethren, 
“with a large Republican vote in 
“Congress in favor of the suffrage 
‘“‘amendment and a large Democratic 
“vote in Congress against the amend- 
‘“ment’’? Away go the thirty-one 
Chairmanships into Die Ewigkeit. 

For the Southern Democrats in Con- 
gress to say to the millions of patri- 

otic women that suffrage shall not 
be given them would bring down upon 
our heads such condemnation from 
the suffrage States that we should be 
driven from power.

“It is 
a little detail, not worth mentioning, 
perhaps. Like so many other mem- 
bers of the timorous tribe of polti- 
cians, he has been persuaded by the 
clamor of a few suffrage leaders tnat 
there is an irresistible vast feminine 
demand for the Federal amendment. 
He leaves out of consideration the 
miliions of patriotic women who don’t 
want suffrage thrust upon them. He 
forgets the mostly inarticulate ma- 
jority of women in this State who, 
now that suffrage has been thrust 
upon them, will speak for themselves 
at the polls, but are not represented 
by and have no intention of following 
the feminist magnates that are coax- 
ing or threatening Members of Con- 





gress to vote for the amendment, He 


forgets the men and women on whom 
the noisy feminine demonstrations, 
the feminist intolerant insistence upon 
this minor and negligible question at 
this of all times, produce an impres- 
sion of hostility, of something like 
disgust, The suffragists make a tre- 
mendous pother. Argal, they must 
be mysteriously powerful and must 
be appeased. See how the clever 
Republicans are coquetting wtth 
them. Gentlemen of the South, 
never mind. the war, never mind 
whether suffrage is for the permanent 
good of the nation or of your sev- 
eral States or not, remember only 
those thirty-one Chairmanships. Don’t 
throw them away.

August, farsighted statesmanship, 
that. Doesn’t Mr. CaNTRILL make 
the mistake, common among politi- 
cians, of rating too low the intel- 
ligence of the American people? It 
‘{s conceivable enough that the thirty- 
one Southern statesmen, now seden- 
tary in Chairmanships, may have to 
move out. If anything in the legis- 
lation which they “ dictate ’’ has been 
narrow, sectional, unwise, the voters 
will be likely to resent it at the next 
Congress elections. Their steward- 
ship will be judged as it should be 
judged. Their system of revenue and 
taxation, the course which they have 
yet to take in regard to the railroads, 
their attitude in regard to the na- 
tional and -vital questions begotten of 
the war—in short, their opinions, 
measures, &é&votes as to those na- 
tional and vital questions—will be 
approved or disapproved by the equn- 
try at large. To suppose that a 
national election in war is to be de- 
cided by tempestuous petticoats is to 
insult the national intelligence and 
patriotism. 

To the Southern Democrats there is 
also a grave and lasting danger in 
the course of action to which Mr. 
CANTRILL invites them. The Southern 
States are able practically to sup- 
press the colored vote. Double /that 
vote, bring to its support not only 
feminine vehemence but the ambi- 
tions of politicians and the co-opera- 
tion of the Republican Party, and 
perhaps Chairmanships will not be 
within the reach of Southern Dem- 
ocrats. The Fourteenth and Fifteenth 
Amendments are not in the Constitu- 
tion in the South.

THE BRITISH AMBASSADOR. 

Varied training in business, finance, 
and law, joined to abilities of a very 
high order, give Lord READING special 
qualifications for the unusual duties 
he ‘witl be Galled ‘upon to perform as 
British Ambassador at Washington. 
Lord REaDING has had no diplomatic 
experience, and that is quite unimpor- 
tant, since the present relations of the 
United States and Great Britain are of 
a nature so friendly, both being en- 
gaged in the war for freedom and de- 
mocracy, that misunderstandings are 
quite unlikely to arise and no ques- 
tions of great difficulty and delicacy 
may be expected to demand the atten- 
tion and service of the embassy at our 
national capital. But the new Am- 
bassador is a man accustomed to large 
affairs, and he jis especially skilled in 
finance. It is in that branch of the 
relations of the two countries that nis 
experience and abilities will be of 
greatest service, and it is with the 
large financial and business transac- 
tions of his country with the United 
States that he will chiefly concern 
himself at his new post. 

It is a marked departure from cus- 
tom and prescription for the British 
Government to ask the. Lord Chief 
Justice to step down from that high 
seat to undertake a foreign mission, 
but there are good reasorfs for the in- 
novation, the best of which is that 
Earl REaDING is just the man for the 
work. His fitness for it is beyond all 
question, and he has already per- 
formed with much credit the duties 
rattaching to special missions to this 
country. He is sure of a warm and 
sincere welcome here, for he not only 
has many friends and acquaintances 
in the United States, but the story of 
his brilliant career and of his rise to 
that place of great distinction which 
he occupies at home has won for him 
the admiration of. Americans. It is 
understood that while he gives his at- 
tention chiefly to affairs of business 
and finance, he will be relieved of the 
routine diplomatic duties of the post, 
while military and naval affairs will 
be intrusted to attachés of those 
branches of the service. 

Sir CrciL SPRING-RIcE, whom Lord 
READING succeeds, has not been s0 
prominent a figure before the ‘Amer- 
ican people as some British Ambassa- 
dors, notably Lord BRYCE, or even Sir 
JuLIAN PAUNCEFOTE, for he has avoid- 
ed, rather than sought, occasions of 
public appearance. But Sir CEcIL, 
throughout his-term of service, during 
a considerable part of- which the dis- 
charge of his ‘duties called for great 
discretion and soundness of judgment, 
has represented the interests of his 
country faithfully, tactfully, and most 
agreeably to the Government to which 
he was accredited. The departing 


service to his own country, has done 
us much valuable service,-more, doubt- 
less, than has ever been revealed, and 
where it would have been eas, t 
make mistakes, he has avoided them, 
He leaves his-post with the. very high 








respect and esteem of all those Amer- 
icans who have had occasion to know 
the. value of his efficient service. 


POSTAL TUBES AND RURAL 
DELIVERY. 

Philadelphia and New York are 
leading the cities now enjoying the 
fast service of the postal tubes which 
are protesting against being deprived 
of them as a measure of economy. 
The department is so fortified in the 
country by the unprofitable delivery 
for the benefit of the rural districts 
that it 1s indifferent to the protests of 
the cities. Yet the loss on the rural 
free delivery is in strong contrast with 
the ‘profits earned in the cities. The 
city profits support the rural deliv- 
eries, but the economy is sought where 
the profits are earned, not where 
the loss is incurred. Besides, there is 
an impropriety in abolishing the tube 
service while there is an investigation 
by Congress proceeding. 

The department's proposed action is 
based upon the Inquiry of its own ex- 
perts. Confidence in its own agents 
is natural, but is not altogether shared 
by others. To detached opinion it 
seems that the experts appointed by 
the department would be predisposed 
in favor of the opinion known to be 
entertained by their superiors, and 
would be likely to find what they 
looked for. It is especially annoying 
to the cjties to have economies realized 
at their expense when the department 
boasts of a profit. At least the profit 
might be used to maintain customary 
facilities until a decision could be 
reached without prejudgment. To be 
sure, the profit is nominal and might 
disappear if the accounts were kept 
strictly in a zommercial manner. 

It is proposed to substitute motor 
cars for the tubes. Where will the 
capital needed for the cars come from, 
and what will be the depreciation al- 
lowance? In Philadelphia during the 
present cold spell 211 but two motor 
cars were disabled, ‘there being sixty- 
two cracked cylinders in the Govern- 
ment machines at once. For that rea- 
son some of the mail was not delivered 
between Saturday and Wednesday, but 
the tubes were worked on matter 
never before intrusted to them. The 
expenses of that experience, and the 
benefits of the tubes as an alterna- 
tive facility, will count heavily as an 
offset to the expense of the tubes in 
Philadelphia. 

The New York Aldermen and the 
Philadelphia Councils have both taken 
formal action in protest, and are sup- 
ported therein by leading citizens 
without exception, so far as known. 
The rural delivery regions make a 
mistake if they think that this is a 
matter of interest solely to the cities. 
If those who live in the country have 
correspondence with the tube cities, 
they benefit by the tube service even 
more than by the local déliveries. The 
tubes help the country mails to catch 
trains which often make the difference 
in delivery not of minutes but of an 
entire day. The cities are not uniting 
against rural free delivery. Why may 
not the rural delivery districts deal 
generously with the cities? 

SLE AN RL Ate A AO ROSTER OE 
GERMANY’S DIPLOMACY. 

Reviewing events of the year in a 
Hamburg newspaper, GusTav STRESE- 
MAN, the Liberal leader, criticises the 
German Government’s conduct in dip- 
lomatic relations with neutrals. If 
there had not been such blunders as 
the secret overtures to Mexico, he 
says, the United States might not 
have entered the war, and LuxBuRG’s 
messages excited more hostility in 
South American countries than the 
sinking of their ships. 

If additional evidence about the Ber- 
lin Government’s foul misuse of em- 
bassies, consulates, and diplomatic 
privileges is needed, it can be found 
in the captured diary of Captain Kar. 
GRASSHOF, commander of the German 
gunboat Geier, which sought and ob- 
tained protection in Honolulu: Har- 
bor four months after the beginning of 
the war. Having escaped from the 
British and Japanese cruisers, this 
naval officer, obeying orders from Am- 
bassador Von BEBNSTORFF and his sub- 
ordinates, at once set out to make 
trouble for the neutral nation to which 
he and his associates owed their safety, 
In obedience to instructions from von 
BERNSTORFF, VON PAPEN, and Boyr-Eb, 
he prepared forged passports, inter- 
cepted our Government’s wireless mes- 
sages, and sent by wireless lying dis- 
patches to be picked up by the Allies. 
One of these dispatches reported’ that 
Japan had landed troops in. Mexico. 
Another asserted that the United 
States was planning an invasion of 
Canada. 

GRASSHOF was directed by the Wash- 
ington Embassy, as the diary shows, to 
circulate this lie “ quietly and in an 
inconspicuous manner,” Von PAPEN 
invented for his use a story that 
the commander of an American sub- 
marine had sought the aid of the in- 
terned gunboat for an attack upon a 
Japanese patrolling ship. This was 
more than two years before the United 
States entered the war. GRASsHOF had 
the assistance of Germany’s. Consul at 
Honolulu, an officer as diligent in 
wickedness as the Consul at San Fran- 
cisco, who was then destroying powder 
factories in this neutral country and 
hiring men to wreck. railroads in 
Canada. 

All over the world the German Gov- 
ernment has been guilty of such cyn-

‘Among the most 
important of the 
Creates many tasks con- 
fronting Mayor 

Opportunity. HyYsaN at the pres- 
ent time—one that involves at once a 
great responsibility and a great oppor- 
tunity—is that of’ appointing exactly the 
right man as head of the Health De- 
partment. . 

Always a matter of more than local 
moment, owing to the position of New 
York City as the national gateway 
through which pass, to scatter all over 
the country, a large majority of the im- 
migrants who enter it, the selection of 
this official now and for the. period of 
the war, and for some time—perhaps 
years—after the return of peace, is of 
special gravity. That is for the reason 
that there will be received here, and 
handled well or ill, an outgoing and an 
incoming stream of soldiers in numbers 
running up into the millions. This will 
be in addition to our resident population, 
and upon the vigor and intelligence, the 
competence and the executive ability of 
the man whom the Mayor selects for.the 
post will depend, in no small measure, 
the physical welfare of the nation. 

Obviously, the mattér is one far above 
all the considerations of party politics, 
and still furth er above any thought of 
‘patronage’ or ‘‘ the organization.”’

No Voter. puzzled and troubled 
by the questions that arise in registering 
as the member of one or another polit- 
ical party. There is, of course, the con- 
tention, dear to all bosses and other be- 
lievers in the authority of ‘‘ the ma- 
chine,’’ that enrollment as a Democrat 
or as a Republican imposes a moral 
obligation to vote for the nominees 
selected at the party conventions or at 
the party primaries. It is, however, a 
contention to which the law lends no 
support whatever. 

The law, on the contrary, carefully 
provides that enrollment signifies noth- 
ing except a general approval of the 
principles and policies of one or another 
party. It is not a promise to vote for 
the party candidates, whoever they may 
be. Indeed, between enrolling and vot- 
ing there is no connection except in an 
incidental way, and a man—or woman— 
has a right to enroll as a Democrat im- 
mediately after voting the full Repub- 
lican ticket, or the other way around, 
if he or she thinks thus to vote for the 
better. candidates. : 

The right, or rather the ‘permissible, 
thing can be done. for @, {wrong motive, 
however, and.then, of course, the thing 
itself is wrong. Such is the case when 
the voter enrolls in the party not his 
own, simply in order that he may influ- 
,ence that party to nominate men whom 
his own party can easily defeat, That 
is sometimes done, and it is reprehensi- 
ble, but apparently it cannot be pre- 
vented without establishing an undesir- 
ably close relation between the two acts 
of enrolling and voting. 


Patriotism has had 
many better demon- 
strations than was 
found for it by the 
men who went masked

up in New Haven, dragged him out of 
doors, pommeled him severely—or brutal- 
ly—and then. made him do and say 
several things that professed a loyalty 
which the victim of the lynchers felt 
less after his painful experieygce than 
before it. There is difficulty, however, in 
carrying condemnation of these lawless 
acts as far as their lawlessness prob- 
ably deserves. 

The really good citizen will not and 
cannot approve of them, naturally, but 
his indignation is mitigaéted by his un- 
derstanding of the emotions that moved 
the mob, and he takes into account the 
fact that the provocation was. very 
great.

Had those officials acted promptly 
and sternly, as they should have done, 
there would have been no violence, and 
the stupidly vicious New Havener would 
not have been turned into a martyr for 
himself and such friends as he may 
have. 

These are days in which men 4ike him 
shculd keep their seditious thoughts to 
themselves. If they do not, they are 
sure to get into some such trouble as 
‘he did.

NOT VOTES, BUT VICTORY. 
Grace Ellery Channing Denounces 
the Suffrage Drive, 


To the Editox of The New York Timés: 

Tue Times has recently uttered in re- 
gard to women both a summons and e 
‘\Eronouncement. Th@ fiist—taking: ‘ac- 
count of Miss Rankin, the picketers and 
the ‘Socialist-pacifist vote—to every 
loyal woman to align herself openly 
with the allied cause; the second, that 
(taking account of Miss Rankin and 
the picketers) the emotional nature of 
women makes it necessary in times of 
war for ‘‘the men of the nation to 
make the stern decisions.” 

The constant factor in both cases is 
Miss Rankin and the picketerz. Begin- 
ning, then, with them, I am perfectly 
willing: to give both up to the lions. I 
was in Paris when the former made her 
*“* coup,”’ and felt then that if she could 
have been sentenced to read the head- 
lincs of the papers: ‘‘ Les Larmes 
de Mile. Rankin,”’ with their too justi- 
fied deductions and the ‘ There, little 
girl, don’t cry: we understand you!”’ 
of their editorials, I could have brought 
myself to forgive her; the punishment 
would have seemed adequate to the of- 
fense. But as it fell-not on her, but on 
me, I have not succeeded in forgiving 
her—quite. Possibly she could not help 
being a pacifist, but why should a paci- 
fist with a good conscience cry about 
it? even admitting that the spectacie of 
virile Montana casting a pacifist vote 
was one to draw tears from the heaven- 
ly hosts. Miss Rankin was a woman 
before she was a pacifist or a politician; 
she should have needed no Paris head- 
lines to teach her that even though 
men may and do shed tears in Congress, 

woman can permit herself that lux- 
for at least a generation to come. 

As to the picketers, if any one has a 
right to a grievance against them, sure- 
ly it is the women who had to “ carry 
on” with them for an additional handi- | 
cap. Incredibly small bulk these fan- 
atics against the great mass of the wo- 
manhood of the world today—that world 
which is at war. 

Here-we come to the real matter. For 
any one with power to think there is 
only one thing in the world today, and 
that is the war, for on it hangs simply 
everything else. And the war itself 
hangs on such “stern ‘decisions’’ as 
THE TIMBS tells us men alone are capa- 
ble of making. Here I wish to enter a 
demurrer—in spite of ten thousand Miss 
Rankins and all the picketers of earth. 

For nearly three long years, the long- 
est years the world has seen, however 
measured, there have been women wait- 
ing, women agonizing indeed, for the 
men of this nation to make one stern 
decision; women, who from the first 
hour never doubted what that decision 
should and must be; women who saw 
where honor, duty, opportunity all lay, 
and who never for one moment were in 
doubt as to the obscure sources whence 
the mighty conflict had burst forth, nor 
blind to its ideal issues; women who 
saw our past as impossible of separa- 
tion from our future, and knew that 
honor rooted in dishonor never yet made 
man or nation safe or great. Realizing 
fully what their individual share of the 
cost must be, yet they stood ready to 
pay it; righteousness they set above 
peace—even peace of mind. and heart. 
For them that three years’ Calvary 
ended only when a once-more radiant 
flag broke in a e6tar-burst over France. 

Every American woman who stood 
and watched while those stars came 
out in Paris, after a Winter of incom- 
parablé suffering, read in their shin- 
ing the doom. of something she loved 
best, ‘but the tears through which ‘she 
read it were of proud thanksgiving, 
such:as veven' men may shed. At last 
the men of a@ great nation had made 
the stern decision which restored 
America to mankind! : 

To women of this temper—and they 
are many—nothing exists or has ex- 
isted for the last four years save in 
its relation to the war: nothing can 
exist otherwise until the war is settled. 
Either we win this—or we do not. If 
we win, we can settle every other issue 
after; settle it by the new and better 
knowledge we shall have, and the new 
and better people we skull be. If 
there is peace without victory we shall 
not be free to settle anything, for we 
sball be (near or far off) under the 
yoke of the militaristic Frankenstein. 
And if we lose—there will be nothing 
to settle; unless how to establish trans- 
portation to the planet Mars. It is so 
simple that a child might see it, any- 
thing but a pacifist. 

For the first time in my IHife I am 
worrying about women—a very little— 
and not over Miss Rankin and the pick- 
eters (who were never worth it) but 
over the very women who have so well 
and gallantly led till now. 

It is not so much that these ladies are 
permitting trees to hide the forest as 
that the forest itself is cutting off from 
them the noblest view ever yet unrolled 
to the eye of humanity. 

For I hold absolutely with my lifelong 
friend, Harriot Stanton Blatch, in this: 
No woman capable of deserving a vote 
at this hour hag any time to waste on 
suffrage—on any issue whatever, apart 
from that which alone can give value 
to the vote—the winning of this war. 
To talk at this time of further cam- 
paigns, of separate political »arties, of 
even a Federal amendment, which can- 
not bear fruit for years to come, (and I 
favor absolutely the Federal remend- 
ment,) is to betray, it seems to me, a 
childlike limitation of vision. It is to 
plan a tea party on the front porch 
while the house burns down behind you. 

If we could, it would be a shame 
to us to obtain the vote—at the ex- 
pense of Europe, which has been 
fighting our battles so long. And 
every ounce of energy, every hour 
of time directed from an absolute con- 
centration on our one end is at the ex- 
pense of Europe now. Tiere is not so 
much waste efficiency in all the world 
that the allied cause can spare man, 
woman, or child from the task ahead 
of us. When will America awake to 
this! : 

Not Votes, but Victory concerns us 
now.

A book like ‘‘ Le Feu’’ was nec- 
essary; it shows to those who cannot go 
‘“‘over there’’ how things really are, but 
I believe Barbusse’s idea in writing ‘ Le 
Feu ’’ was to protest against the numerous 
scholars and writers who talk and write 
about the war comfortably seated at home, 
describing the battlefield as a paradise. I 
have read ‘‘Le Feu’’; I have endured. the 
soldier's life nearly three years, and still 
{ am willing to ‘return and fight for the 
liberfy of the next generation, A book can- 
not prevent a Frenchman from doing his 
duty, and by what I saw in this country 
{ do not think the Americans differ from 
the Frenchmen on that question. The truth

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ya the present great war shall 
have subsided, how will Amer- 

ica stand in relation to the rest 
of the world? In what way will her 
peculiar interests be affected by the 
Possible international arrangements 
which will in the usua!] course conclude 
the war? These are now. questions of 
more than ordinary momeént to the fut- 
ure peace and prosperity of America. 
No doubt the questions themselves are 
receiving the anxious consideration of 
the present Government. 

The interests of America most con- 
cerned in the final treaties which will 
pro A the consummation of this great- 

est of modern wars may be classified 

as (1) Mexican, (2) Canadian, (3) West 
indian. (4) Asiatic and ‘Pacific. Cursory 
suggestions in regard to each of these 
interests are contained in these articles. 
It is not pretended that they are other 
than tentative. But it is thought that, 
at this important moment, the sugges- 
tlons, such as they are, may serve to 
Stimulate their better discussion. 

To some extent .the interests indicated 
must be affected by the outcome of the 
present world war. That at the end of 
the war the alliance between Germany, 
Austria-Hungary, and the Ottoman Em- 
4 pire will not be disrupted is most prob- 
able. It is a natural alliance dictated 
by the interests of the German Empire, 
Austria, and Turkey. The alliance 
ought rot to be regarded as offensive to 
America. Norjs its continuation hostile 
to the best interests of America, for in 
that event France, England, Italy, and 
Jagan of the great powers will neces- 
sarily be interested to remain in very 
close and friendly association with 
America. An alliance of the Central 
Powers will make the continuation of 
the ‘‘Entente’’ highly desirable for 
England, France, Italy, Japan, and 
America. There will thus be a new 
and more effective ‘‘ balance’’ of the 
great powers. Such an association of 
the great powers must tend to the ad- 
vantage of America, for it conduces to 
a more satisfactory solutiqn of the 
pressing Mexican and Japanese — 
in particular. 


At the moment it looks as if Russia 
would usurp the place of the Balkans 
in the chancelleries of Europe. If Rus- 
sia remains intact, and a stable govern- 
ment of all the Russias comes goon, 
that Russia will for the time being ad- 
here most closely to France and Amer- 
ica seems probable. But the Russian 
situation is not reassuring. That a per- 
manent form.of government is likely to 
arise in Russia within a decade is not 
probable, unless the monarchy is mean- 
while restored. 


What, then, is to becomévof the vast 
Kiussian domain in the event of more 
serious, internal commotions is, with 
reason, troubling every statesman ‘n 
every State in Europe. For a long time 
to come the final destiny of Russia and 
her Asiatic provinces must necessarily 
continue to usurp the. most important. 
place in the diplomacy of: Europe, If. 
Russia should by any means ‘aritt back 
to her former. dynasty it will appar- 
ently be under a modified and more 
liberal constitution. That disorder and 
insecurity of property will be allowed 
to continue in Russia is most improb- 
able. In time the: property classes and 
the intelligent nobility of Russia will 
doubtless make gome overt effort look- 
ing to a reaction and the restoration of 
the ancient: and historic monarchy. 
Should the monarchy be restored with 
the consent of the Russians, America 
will have little to apprehend. The an- 
cient dynasty -of Russia has cxhibited 
the greatest friendliness to Amcrica and 
in the most critical moment-ef American 
history. It is to this friendship that 
America owes the princely domain of 
Alaska and its dependencies. It was not 
advantageous to Canada or the English 
interests that Alaska should nass ,to 
America, but the Russian dynasty ig- 
nored their opposition and ceded Alaska 
to America. Such friendly generosity on 
the part of the late dynasty and its con- 
duct in the civil war of 1861-5 Americans 
are not likely to forget when the Ameri- 
can problems to the north of the 49th 
degree of north latitude become more 
critical, as they necessarily will with 
time. 


America is not interested in imposing 
any ‘particular form of. government on 
Russia. With the internal government 
of any country in Europe America has 
no concern: so long as American insti- 
tutions are not menaced by that coun- 
try. America has no interest in the 
forms of government adopted by Eu- 
Topean countries. Lloyd George, who 
stands pre-eminently for the democracy 
of England, has very recently ‘stated 
that such was the English position con- 
cerning the domestic institutions of all 
foreign countries. Mr. Balfour, who is 
personally a representative of a very 
different class of Englishmen, the pro- 
fessional governing aristocracy of Eng- 
Icnd, in July of last year offi- 
cially stated that ‘“‘no one was foolish 
enough to suppose that it would be pos- 
sible to impose” on a foreign country 
*“‘a constitution made outside of that 
country.” He very properly. added 
“that nations must make their scheme 
of liberty for themselves according to 
their own ideas and based on their his- 
tory, character, ard hopes.’’ This state< 
ment has much commended itself to the 
intelligence of most thoughtful’ Amer- 
icans. America has now nothing to 
fear from Germany so long as England, 
France, Italy,. and Japan are not 
estranged. 

The present entente between France 
and England is likely to be durable. As 
the French Ambassador, M. Cambon, 
said in London to Sir Edward Grey, in 
July, 1914, ‘‘It could not be to Eng- 
land’s interest that France shoulda be 
crushed by Germany. Great Britain 
would then be in a very diminished po- 
sition with regard to Germany: |. In 
1870 Great Britain had made a greut 
mistake in allowing an enormous in-' 
crease of German strength * * *” 
(119.) That France should continue an 
independent and undiminished State is 
now become important to English se- 
curity. The safety of both powers is 
seen to depend in the future upon their 
entente. Had Russia, by means of this 
war, assumed the hegemony of Hurop«, 
and had France continued in: close al- 
liance with her on all the Eastern ques- 
tions, the English understanding with 
France might speedily have been jeop- 
ardized. But no such condition is now 
likely to ensue within any reasonable 
space of time. Therefore the continued 
entente between France and England is 
measurably sure to endure for a 
siderable space after this present war 
is terminated. 

The, future position of Russia is ad- 
mitted in Europe to be uncertain. That 
Russia will be reconstructel ultimately 
on the ancient plan and in conformity 
with the principles of the Government } 
most nearly adjacent to her is generally 
regarded in Europe as the most naturui 
solution. In Asia, the future of Russiu 
excites apprehension, Japan would hav: 
ground for alarm if the naturaliy 
strong, disciplined and effectual Ger- 
Man system were by any chance ex- 
tended to the Pacific. Japan is there- 
fore. directly interested. at -p: in’ 
preserving a good understanding wit!i. 
all the Entente Powers, including Amer 
ica. That this entente cordiale will co: 
duce to the interests of America is a): 
parent. It can be destroyed only } - 
the improbable disruption of the a! 
liance between the.Central Powers 
Europe. 

The problems of America after the 
war will not be confined to foreign 
affairs. The inevitable increase in 
taxation by the Federal Government, 
the probable rapid diminution in the 
remuneration of labor, and the inerease:] 
cost of living due to the war will doubt- 
less create popular unrest such as ha: 
never before been known'in Americ:. 
That the Government will prove equ: 
to the maintenance of order there is 1: 
reason from its past history to doubt. 
The attachment. of Americans to their 
familiar institutions is so great. tha: 
mere adversity or misfortune alone wi!' 
not cause them to change their inatitu- 
tions. The perpetuation of the republi: 
in America is for a long period ap cer- 
tain as any human institution of Gov- 
ernment can be, But the need for 
fostering the interests already indicated 
will be made apparent to the Govern- 
ment when the period of unrest becomes 
acute.

The Mayor accepted them all The 
question of selecting the new members 
will be taken up by the Mayor today.

EDWARD B. SMITH DEAD. 


Prominent Philadelphia Financier a 
Victim of Pneumonia at 57. 


PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 7.—Edward B. 
Smith, for many years one of Philadel- 
phia’s financiers, died of pneumonia to- 
day at his nome here, He was 57 years 
old. Mr. Smith had been active with 
other bankers in helping to float foreign 
loans and United States securities.

DR. KAPLAN’S FUNERAL 
ATTENDED BY THRONG 


Handreds of East Siders Close

the funeral of Dr. Paul S. Kaplan, be- 


loved by all of them for his work for 
the poor. It was a day of mourning for 
the whole east side. the name of the ph 
sician lingerin, = from morning to night 
on the lips of hundreds who at scme 
time or other had come directly or %- 
directly in. touch with his kindly eftorts 
to relieve suffering. During the services 
in. the Daily Forward Building at 175 
East Broadway, men and women gave 
way to their emotions and wept. 

Dr. Kaplan’s last act was cited by 
those at the services as typical of his 
entire life, because it was an act of 
personal sacrifice. His death was 
brought on by cold contracted last 
week when he insisted upon attending 
a girl who was seriously ill in an east 
side tenement, where the family for 
days had been without food or fuel.

Abraham 
Cahan, editor of the Jewish Daily For-

“‘In theory all voters are eagerly in- 
tent on public affairs, andthe public 
official who comes up for re-election 
aubmits his record to their sternly 
scrutinizing gaze. That's the theory, 
but the actual fact is that the majority 
of voters don't do any scrutinizing at ali 
and ‘know precious little about what 
their representatives do. But there is 
a minority which always does, and it 
is that minority that the legislator 
seeks to pleage.”’ 

“It won't be so now that women 
vote,” said Anna. ‘‘ They won't be so 
neglectful of their duties as the men.” 

‘Unfortunately, what I tell you is 
true of women voters as well es men 
voters,” answered the Lawyer. ‘‘ You 
New York women, who have just got 
the vote, seem so overjoyed with it as 
to forget the fact that woman suffrage 


is no experiment, but is established in | 


one-fourth of the Unien. Of course 
New York women may be a miraculous 
exception, but let us wait until the 
next election to make Sure before we 
boast of it. My own opinion is that 
the best a conscientious and _ public- 
spirited woman may hope for is to be 
one of that intelligent and praiseworthy 
minority which does keep track of public 
affairs and hold the legislators 
straight,” 

““It deesn’t seem -to be so much a 
matter of holding them straight as of 
holding them crooked, to judge by what 
you've told us," said Tom, sardonically. 
“If an organization can swing its club 
over the head of the legislator and make 
him support the measures of a minority, 
what protection have we from bad legis- 
lation emanating from those organiza- 
tions? Or do you mean to say that 
minorities are always right, and that 
the legislation they propose is certain 
to be the best?’’ 

‘You have no protection against mis- 
taken legislation,’’ admitted the Lewyer, 
‘‘and mistaken legislation is mighty bad 
legislation. In my opinion a great 
number of the laws that have been 
Passed in the last five years, both at 
Albany and Washington, come under 
that head, and just for that reason. 
But there is not mich danger of crooked 
legislation, of corrupt legislation from 
such a source. The reason is that the 
work of these organizations, while it 
may be mistaxen, is always public, and 
it’s impossible to make a corrupt purpose 
public without frustrating it. You ean 
form a foolish organization to make it 
a felony to own a parrot, but you 
can’t form a corrupt organization .to 
make it legal for you to steal the city’s 
money. ‘The moment that organization 
got into the light of day it would 
wither.” 

“IT thought you sald organizations 
could be started for wrong purposes as 
well as right ones,"’ said Anna. 

“I did; but a wrong purpose ani a 
corrupt one are two different things. 
Evil and dangerous organizations have 
been formed, but they have always had 
to masquerade under the pretense of be- 
ing in the publjic interest, and I don’t 
recall any case in which the mask was 
not ultimately .torn off. The nearest 
thing to success I have ever seen was 
the formation of those mushroom leagues 
designed to afd the cause of Germany, 
and they were obliged to pretend that 
their motive was anything but what it 
was; they were Embargo Leagues, La- 
bor’s National Peace Couneils, and 
things ef that kind. But they cduldn't 
keep the mask on, 

‘And there is always a restraint on 
the kind of legislation which proceeds 
not from corrupt motives but from 
wrongness of head. It is not a perfect 
restra “but it ia restraint eneugh to 
prevent legislation from going mad. It 
is the courts. The courts have the pow- 
er of interpreting the laws, and if you 
should get an organization § strong 
enough to bully the Legislature into 
passing a law laying a tax on red hair, 
or making it a misdemeanor to carry a 
powder puff, the courts would declare it 
unconstitutional.’’ 

“ Why couldn’t I take my anti- red 
hair organization or my anti-powder puff 
organization and threaten the courts, 
too?’’ demanded Jane, ‘‘ Judges have 
to come up for re-election just as well 
as Assemblymen, don’t they?” 

““ You ceuld in theory, but as a matter 
of practical fact you couldn't. . There 
is an unwritten law against drigagins 
the courts into polities, and they are the 
only braneh of the Gevernment of which 
that is true. It is true that Judges come 
up for re-election, but it would be im- 
possible to threaten political reprisala on 
a Judge for his decisions without in- 
stantly putting one's self in the wrong. 
So far from being able to array public 
sentiment against the Judge by means 
of your organization, you would imme- 
diately array it against the organization. 
It would be about as sure a way of get- 
ting him re-elected unanimously as could 
be devised." 

‘* But,” gaid the Business Woman, “‘ if 
a Judge or a court can nullify a piece 
ef bad legislation, can’t he nullify good 
legislation, too? And doesn't that make 
the Judge the real Legislature? And if 
you can't threaten him with punishment, 
isn’t he above public opinion? Has a 

court the power to nullify any law it. 
wants to?”’

Brooklyn Weman Invents a New 
Game, All for Patriotism. 


Brooklyn, the City of Homes, the City 
of Churches, is hardly the place a New 
Yorker would turn to were he seeking 
something new in gambling, though 
they do say that in the old, unregener- 
ate days some pretty stiff stakes were 
played for in the little side streets run- 
ning off from lower Fulton. But 
Brooklyn has come to the front with 
a novelty in gambling.

STOCK DIVIDENDS HELD 
"NOT TO BE TAXABLE 


Supreme Court Decides They Can- 
not Be Classed as Incomes— 
Decision Sends Up Prices. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 7.—Federal: de- 
crees sustaining the validity of the stock 
taxing section of the 1918 income tax 
law and holding that stock dividends 
on profits earned prior. to enactment of 
the Constitutional amendment permit- 
ting direct taxation of incomes, are in- 
comes and are taxable, were today set 
aside by the Supreme Court. 

“It is not necessarily true,”’ said Jua- 
tice: Holmes, who read the opinion of 
the court, “ that income means the same 
thing in the Conétitution and-the act. 
A word is nota crystal, transparent 
and unchanged; it is the skin of a living 
thought and may vary greatly in color 
and content, according to the citcura- 
stancés and thé time in which it is 
vaéd. The plaintiff says that the stat- 


ia unconstitutional, He is not to be 
defeated by the reply that the Govern- 
ment does not adhere to the construc- 
tion: by which alone it has taken and 
keeps his monegq, if this court should 
think that the construction would make 
the act unconstitutional. .
